Freezing temperatures were re- 


corded on five days with the lowest 
reading of the month being a min- 
imum of 25 degrees—seven below 


. lreezing^=on_April 5. The month's 


average temperature of 50.1 degrees 
was only six-tenths of a degree be- 
low normal for the month. 


Last Sunday, last day of the 


month, saw the mercury climb to 
80 degrees for the highest reading 
of the 30-day period. A trace of 
snow was noted on April 4. 


The month's weather 
summary 


shows that the month was much 
closer to a "normal" April than 
most months in any part of the 
year.

Meats To Be Ration-Free

At Midnight Except Beef 
Steaks And Beef Roasts 


Washington, May 3 (AP)—The 


Office of Price Administration 
today made all meats except 
beef steaks and beef 'roasts ra- 
tion free, effective at midnight. 


The removal of ration points, 


announced by OPA Administra- 
tor Bowles at a surprise press 
conference, covers all cots of 
pork, veal, lamb and mutton; 
all beef except the steaks and 
roasts: beef hamburger, beef 
stews, all kinds of variety meats, 
sausage, 
ready-to-eat 
meats, 


canned meats and canned fish. 
The action was taken, Bowles said, 


because Lend-Lease pork buying had 
been halted for the time being; also 
because of reduced Army and Navy 
demand, the crowding of storage 
space and the hope that the action 
will bring- more meat To market .this 
summer. 


Because of the wide variety of 


meats now becoming available with- 
out the spending of red ration points, 
OPA announced that housewives 
would have to make their red points 
last twice as long—stretching over 
a four-week period instead of the 
present two-week period. 


In the past OPA has validated 30 


red points every two weeks. Start- 
ing next Sunday OPA will validate 
30 points every four weeks. 
Red 


stamps R8, S8 and T8 become valid 
Sunday for the purchase of butter, 
margarine, cheese and cheese prod- 
ucts, evaporated milk, beef steaks 
and roasts—the only items now re- 
quiring red points—but no more red 
stamps will be validated until June 
3, four weeks hence. 


OPA officials indicated they were 


fairly certain the new status would 
endure for three or four months at 
least, but Bowles declined to pro- 
phesy beyond that time, stating that 
the cattle feed1* situation was the 
governing factor.

year, he indicated, would mean re- 
storation of rationing next winter. 


Point values for beef steaks (ex- 


cept flank, made point free) and 
roasts will remain the same, rang- 
ing from 7 to 13 points a pound. 


The sudden action removed from 


rationing 57 per cent of the volume 
of products originally covered by 
red points. It removed 85 per cent 
of all meat.

A picture 
of "Jim Kuhns driving General La- 
fayette in a carriage through York," 
painted by another York artist was 
also shown, as was the home of 
Archibald McClain, whose descend- 
ents have moved to Adams county.

Or Damaged Since April, '42 


Advanced 
Allied Headquarters, 


New Guinea, May 3 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's headquarters 
in a special statement today claim- 
ed the destruction of 1,727 Japa- 
nese coastal vessels, 
barges and 


schooners sunk and 3,548 damaged 
since April, 1942. 


A comprehensive review of the 


Allied anti-barge 
campaign 
said 


this destruction has had the effect 
of "paralyzing enemy efforts to 
supply, reinforce or evacuate the 
17th 
and 18th (Japanese) armies 


cut off and surrounded in New 
Guinea, New Britain, New Ireland 
and the Solomons." 


The Japanese have been driven 


to the use of barges and other 
small craft by heavy losses of cargo 
ships and transports early in the 
war and^by the proved Inefficiency 


of submarines as supply agents. 


The 
small craft, 
ranging in 


length up to 100 feet and capable 
of carrying as many as 60 soldiers 
or 20 tons of supplies, had been 
gathered 
in large 
numbers 
in 


Japan, the Philippines and the 
China coast and hundreds. more 
had been built in Japan and in 
captured islands. 


The headquarters statement esti- 


mated that me 1.727 small boats 
destroyed could move a 50,000-man 
army. "Several thousand of their 
soldiers have been killed, drowned 
or wounded in these attacks.

Weather Key Element 


This point was illustrated at the 


time of our Sicilian invasion. 
The 


day before D-day a freak 33-knot 
wind developed suddenly, whipping 
up waves that made hundreds of 
soldiers sick and worried their offi- 
cers. Vice Admiral H. K. Hewett, 
commander in chief of the U. S. 
Naval forces in 
North African 


waters, called in Commander Rich- 
ard C. Steere, the weather man who 
always gives the 
right 
answer. 


Steere said the wind would die down 
and advised no change in plans. But 
the time of the invasion presumably 
would have been altered if his re- 
port had been adverse. 


Barring this qualification as to 


flexibility, we can be sure that plans 
have been worked out exactly. While 
the zero hour can't be guaranteed 
weeks in advance, what can be fairly- 
well guaranteed is that things will 
follow a certain course after the 
zero hour has been reached. 


Huge Army From Skies 


In the matter of ordinary land 


offensives, operations are worked out 
to a fineness that's uncanny. Days 
before a big drive the whole thing 
has been reduced to decimal point 


-exactness. 
The maps show just 


where attacking troops will be at 
precise times as the line advances. 
Everything corresponds to this pre- 
cision. Only in that way can the 
all-important 
coordination 
b e. 


achieved along tlae whole' front. 


Of course, the best planned offen- 


sives are likely to have local upsets, 
such as some unit being held up 
by fierce opposition. However, these 
can be compensated fort as the 


• occasion may demand, because of 
the precision of the operation as a 
whole. 


Naturally there's a great difference 


between the orthodox land offensive 
and the forthcoming invasion which 
involves land, air and water to an 
extent that in some respects is out- 
side the experience of man. There 
will, for instance, probably be a use 
of paratroopers and other airborne 
forces on a scale heretofore only a 
strategist's dream. Indications are 
that a huge army will be dropped 
from the skies into areas behind 
the main enemy lines. 


Confusion For Public 


Hoi&e\er. there will be nolhuig 


haphazard about it. Every body of 
paratroopers will be landed in a spot 
planned long in advance. Thus 
where there are upsets, the Allied 
command will be able to compensate, 
just as in the case of the orthodox 
offensive. I dare say the invasion 
plans m Commander In Chief Eisen- 
hower's hands run literally into 
volumes of detail. 


There's one situation we onlookers 


must be prepared for. Many con-

Growers Asked To 
Cut Spud Infection 


Since many farmers are cutting 
acreage for potatoes this year, It Is 
imperative that ring-rot be elimi­ 
nated to produce as large a crop 
as possible, O. D Burke, extension 
plant pathologist at the Pennsylvania 
State college, points out. 
He says 
heavily infested crops were corrected 
to produce disease-free potatoes in 
several varieties last year. 
Potato plantings In Pennsylvania 
will be at least five per cent under 
1943, Burke revealed, as he cited 
the case of a large Potter county 
grower who produced 33,000 bushels 
last year on the same farm which 
two years earlier had severe ring- 
rot in Pennigan, Russet and Cobbler 
varieties.
